Appendicitis Operation 
Costs Less Now Than In 
'38 AtWarner Hospital

While operating costs at the W ar­ 
ner hospital have rocketed in the 
last IO years and facilities have been 
greatly expanded, figures released 
today by W alter R. Doud, adm inis­ 
trator, show th a t appendectomies 
cost less now than in 1938. 
In a 10-year span in which most 
living 
costs 
have 
approximately 
doubled, m aternity case costs at the 
W arner hospital have increased by 
about 22 per cent, Mr. Doud’s figures 
show. 
Basing his study on costs for ward 
care. Mr. Doud found th at the ave­ 
rage cost for an appendectomy at 
this hospital in 1938 was $79.89. In 
1945 the average was *75.24 and In 
1947 it stood at $75.20. 
The shorter period of confinement 
to the hospital for appendicitis pa 
tients is the secret to the dropping 
costs for th a t type of cases, Mr. Doud 
explained. In 1938, the average ap 
peryiicitis case here required 13.6 
days of hospital care. In 1945, the 
average was seven days and in 1947 
the average was 8.5 days. 
"There is an additional economic 


advantage to appendicitis patients 
now through the practice of early 
am bulation, cutting down hospital 
time and hastening the day when 
the patient will be able to return to 
his regular work," Mr. Doud pointed 
out. 
Using figures for IOO p atern ity 
cases each in 1938, 1945 and 1947, 
the hospital official found th at in 
1938 the average cost was $44.08 as 
compared with $48.53 in 1945 and 
$54.13 last year. The average number 
of days of care for the three years 
tudied dropped from 10.06 days, to 
8.4 days and then to 7.3 days last 
year. 
"In this same ten-year span,” Mr.
